conclude that if the Retina were the Organ of fight, this dog 
would not fee the objects indifferently inlightned, which are 
about.the candle, although at 3 or 4 footdiftance,becaufe they 
would receive a great ceal more impielfion from this reflexion, 
and that a great ftnfation doth obliterate a leffer ; which is con¬ 
trary to experience,and it is not at all likely,there Ihould be fuch 
a defect in the fight of Animals. 

The third is,that the Eyes of Birds arefo framed,that the Op- 
tique nerve after its infertion into the Eye is infle&ed, and ex¬ 
tends it felf on the Concavity of the Sclerotic about the breadth 
of 2 or 3 lines more or lets according to the bignefs of the Eyes; 
and the lengthof this inflection is covered by rhe choroeides^ lea¬ 
ving but one little white ftreak in the middle, from whence the 
j Retina takes its Original, which extends itfeifonr hzchoroeides 
through all the bottom of the Eye, but it is covered on the fide 
of this white ftreak with a little black membrane as long as the 
inflexion of the nerve,and almoft as broad > which proceeds from 
the pi a mater , and is as it were an appendix of the Choroeides : 
and if you confider the fituation of this membrane, you will find 
it is near the Axis of fight, and that the rayes of the Objects, 
which the Birds look on with both Eyes, fall precifely upon it 
after their refra&ion. Since then in the place, where Vifion 
ought to be ftrongeft, the Retina is covered, and that no man 
doubts but Birds are more clear-fighted than other Animals; you 
ought to acknowledge, that the Retina is not the principal Or¬ 
gan of Vifion, but that that preeminence belongs to the cho~ 
reeides. 


AN ACCOMPT 

Given by Dofior Edward Brown, concerning the Copper-mine 
at Herrn-ground in Hungary. 

H Errn-ground is a little town.feated very high between two 
Hills, upon a part of land of the fame name, an Hungari¬ 
an mile diftant from Newfol. In this town is the entrance into 
a large Copper-mine, very much digged. 

I went in through a Cmiculus, called" Tach-floln^ and conti¬ 
nued divers hours in the Mine, and vifited many of themoft re¬ 
markable 
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markable place* talc. Thrft£t«pjddlceflts,iii tfitaMine;are mad* 
by Ladders or Trees fet uptight, .wgthrdeep notches: ©r ilAyprs 
cut in thetn to ftay the foot upon; Thsyraie.nofc tropbled with 
water, the Mine lying high in the hill, To that; the water may 
drain away $ but they are mole ft ed with duft, and damps. 

The Veins of this Mine'areJarge,naahyo^'t'heiTj,cim)ubte,and 
the Ore very rich} in an hundred pounds of Ore they ordinarily 
fiude twenty pounds of Copper/fometimfes 30:, 405-half Cop* 
per, and even to 60. in the hundred. Much of the Ore is joyn’d 
fo faft to the rock, that tis feparated with much difficulty. 
There are divers forts of .Qre/ but the chief difference is be¬ 
tween the Yellow and the Black V the Yellow is pure Copper* 
bfer the Biadfe contains alfo a pfoportfon-of Silver 

They-find 00 jguick-ftlver here: the mother or theore is yel¬ 
low i and the Copper ore, heated and caft into water, maketh 
it become like that of fome Sulphureous Baths. 

- Vi They fepara cd 'the M e t al from ‘tire Ore with gfr ear difficulty. 

The Ore-comtriocrfy paffes^4->times.through the furnaces : 
fometimesit is burned, and other times melted i fometimes by 
it felf, and fometimes mixt wtli other- minerals: and its own 
drofs. 

There aresiivers fd ts , i6f Viir> , wMbifn<hta this Mine j Green, 
Blew, Reddifh, and White. There is alfo-aGreen Earth or fe- 
dimeflrtt of a : green water, called Berggrm, There are likewife 
ftones found of a beautiful green and blew colour, and one fort, 
on which Turco/fes nave been found therefore called the Mother 
oft ke Turcots. 

There are alfo two Springs of a Vkffotat water;, which are 
affirm’d ; to turn iron into Copper. They are called, the Old 
and the Mew Ziment, Thefe Springs lye deep in the Mine.,The 
Iron is : ordinarily left in the Water i4dayes. I here prefent you 
with ’fome pieces of it, and with an Heart and a Chain, formerly 
Iron*' now appearing to be Copper. Divers of thefe pieces’! 
tpok outof the old- Zment . They are hard within the water, 
and do-not totally loofe their figure, and* fall taro powder ,, as 
ypu will' perceive by themy they will eafily melt, I have fenr a 
piece mefe'ed without the addition of any other fubftance. They 
make Cups and Veffels out of this Salt ofCopper; I

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drank out of one of ihemv when I was at the- Vtrwalttr of Hern - 
grornd hishoafe: It was gilded over, and had a rich piece of 
Silver-ore, faftned in themiddle of it, and this Infcription grav’d 
on the outfide,

Stone-Quarrries, Talcum rocks, &c. inthofe farts : By the

I N order to anfwer fqme of the other Queries > I here prefent 
you with this Accoropt concerning Batbs>and fome other fub- 
jefts, contained therein. 

Baden is a little City in Anftrin, four German miles South¬ 
ward from Vienna, fcated on a plain, but nigh unto a ridge of 
hills, which are the excurfions of Momt Cetius, It is much re¬ 
ferred unto by reafon of the Natural Baths of that place, wherein 
the Springs are fo numerous, as to afford convenient Baths* two 
within the Town, five without the Wall, and 2 beyond a rivolet 
called Swechet, 

The Dukes-Bath is thelargeft, about 20 feet fquare, in the 
middle of anhoufeof the fame figure, built over it. The Va¬ 
pour paffes, through a tunnel of wood, at the top: and the Wa¬ 
ter is conveyed into the bottom of the Bath, at one corner, 
through woodden pipes and trees, under the Town-wall, from 
the Spring head, which rifeth at a little diftance Weft-ward. 
The Springs of the reft of the Baths rife under them, and are 
let in through holes of the Planch er, for all the Bathsate wain- 
feoted, the feats, fides and bottoms being made of Firre. The 
Water for themoft part is clear and tranfparent, yetfomewhat 
blewifh, and maketnthe skin appear pale in it , as doth the 
fmoakof Brimftone. It coioreth Metals (except Gold, whofe
